SEIZED CATTLE 


“ Recently,” said the Chairman, “store 
heifers one and a half years old which were 
exported from Cork were seized at Fishguard, 
although it was well knewn that the animals 
were intended for dairy purposes and not for 
beef. The seizure received considerable 
prominence at the time in the Irish papers, 
and an oilicial of the Great Western Railway, 
whose company handle the traflic shipped via 
Vishguard, is reported as having said that 
‘All the animals confiscated (at Fishguard) 
were bought back by the shippers, provin 
that, even with the fine, the shippers foot 
it profitable to get these border-line cases 
through.’ 

“The fallacy of this conclusion must be 
apparent even to those whose knowledge of 
the export trade is merely superficial, and 
it is difficult to understand why the Great 
Western Railway Company would allow such 
u statement to be made.” 

During the year a serious hold-up of live 
stock occurred at Birkenhead, due to an out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease at Chester, 
and animals shipped from Ireland were de- 
tained at the port of landing for twenty days. 
approximately 2,500 Saorstat cattle were in- 
volved, and the extra expenses of lairage and 
feeding incurred as a result of the compulsory 
detention ran into thousands of pounds, but 
it was some satisfaction to know that stch 
expenditure will be met out of the special 
fund provided for the purpose. An -appeal 
has been made to the Minister for Agriculture 
to extend the scope of the present Acts in 
order to compensate owners in respect of 
depreciation of live-stock which might be 
detained at a British port as a result of foot- 
and-mouth disease. The outbreak of disease 
at Chester was not attributed to Irish 
animals. which for many years have proved 
their clean bill of health, even in the judg- 
ment of British officials; ° 


POSTAL CHARGES 


Though during the year satisfactory reduc- 
tions in télephone calls and rental charges 
had been made by the Department of Posts 
and Telegraphs, when the postal and tele- 
graph service in general showed a surplus 
on the year’s working, some portion of that 
surplus should have been made available for 
the benefit of residents in country districts 
who are not general users of the telephone.

The Chairman expressed the thanks of ihe 
Association to the Department’s veterinary 
statis, the Civic Guards, and the Press. 

It was noted that the statement of accounts 
and balance sheet showed a very sound 
financial position. : 

Commenting on the recent meeting between 
Mr. de Valera and Mr. Macdonald; Mr.

He mentioned the proposal to set up a 
new slipping company, and said fieights 
were altogether too high, and the new com- 
pany should consider seriously a revision of 
charges. One small company controlled by 
the cattle trade could carry cattle to Britain 
at 8s. 6d. per head; and it was time the 
other companies brought down their charges, 

Mr, C, D. Crowley, seconding the adoption 
of the report, said the provision of an Irish 
mercantile marine had often been advocated, 
but they did not want such an industry 
established at the expense of the traders of 
the country. He hoped the Minister would 
see that the freights charged when the new 
company came into existence would not be 
exorbitant, : 

Mr. Michael Bermingham, supporting, said 
they welcomed the recent talks between the 
heads of the Governments, and hoped the 
outcome would be the settlement of the 
economic war. Some of the farmers were 
in a very bad way, and the sooner they were 
given the freedom of the market the better. 

Mr. Michael Bowe said they all hoped that 
the farmers would get the benefit of the 
English market. 

On the proposal of Mr. O’Connor, Mr, 
George Mullen was appointed Chairman of 
the Association for the current year.

ABRUPT END TO DUNDALK 
CASE 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
DUNDALK, Wednesday. 


During the hearing of a jury case at 
Dundalk Circuit Court to-day it was 
announced that the defendant had died, 
The case accordingly ended. = 

The case was one in which John 
Kangley, cattle dealer, Fairhill, Dundalk, 
sued Mrs. Ismay Chester Walsh, Williams- 
town for £300 for malicious prosecution. 
The case arose out of criminal proceed- 
ings brought against Kangley in the 
Circuit Court in June of last year, when 
he was found not guilty of the larceny of 
41 cattle. 

The present case was first mentioned on 
Monday, when counsel for defendant 
asked for an adjournment in view of the 
serious illness of Mrs. Walsh. Counsel 
for the plaintiff opposed the adjournment 
on the grounds that if the defendant died 
the action would die with her. Judge 
Comyn then decided that, in view of the 
importance of this case to the plaintiff, 
the hearing would have to go on, The 
case opened on Tuesday and was adjourned 
to this morning. 

When the hearing was resumed to-day, 
counsel for the defendant stated that Mrs. 
Walsh was dying, and again asked for an 
adjournment, and while counsel were dis- 
cussing the matter it was announced that 
the woman had died, 

Judge Comyn said that, in accordance 
with the old legal maxim, ‘‘ a personal 
action dies with the person,’’ the cause of 
action was dead, and the case could not 
go on.

DECLINE in the attendance of pupils 

in the schools, factories working with 

reduced staffs, nurses in hospitals unable 

to take up duty—all. point to the pre- 
valence of influenza in Dublin. 

The hard, frosty weather of Tuesday, it 
was thought, would have cleared the air 
of the influenza germs, but this popular 
belief so far has not been upheld. Yester- 
day’s rainfall, accompanied in the evening 
by a high wind, was a definite contrast 
to the weather of the previous day. 

In the larger city schools attendances 
have declined in the last few days, but 
at the moment there is no suggestion that 
the schools should be closed. Indeed, the 
eficacy of closing schools during an 
influenza epidemic is being questioned. 


THE MILDEST TYPE 


Dublin can take consolation in the fact 
that the disease is of the mildest type. 
While, according to the returns for last 
week, few deaths from influenza were 
registered, only one actually occurred 
during the week—that of an old man. The 
others took place towards the end of last 
year. 
Dr. M. P. Russell, the Dublin Medical 
Officer of Health, said that so far there 
was no evidence that the epidemic was of 
a severe type. His advice is that on 
experiencing the first symptoms the 
person affected should go to bed to avoid 
complications, and remain in bed for & 
day or so after he feels well. He also 
advocates gargling with salt and water 
at least twice a day. 


NURSES LAID UP 


In his report submitted to a meeting 
of the Dublin Board of Assistance yester- 
day, Dr. Dwyer, Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, stated that eight nurses in 
St. Kevin's Hospital were suffering from 
influenza, 

The Board -received applications from 
the doctors in two city dispensary areas 
for extra medical help owing to . the 
prevalence of influenza, 

Mr. J, E. Condon (the Clerk) said that 
when he had received one of the applica- 
tions he got in touch with the Minister, 
whose written sanction he had not yet 
received; but he agreed to the appoint- 
ment of an extra doctor for one week. 

The Board decided to approve of the 
appointment of a doctor for a week. 

Mr. Medlar said that he knew of a 
doctor who had sixty-eight red ticket cases 
to attend to in one day. Another had 
forty cases, 

Mr, Cummins said that he had had to 
issue a number of red tickets that

SITUATION IMPROVED IN 
BELFAST 

There were sixty-four deaths from 


influenza last week in nine of the prin- 
cipal towns in Northern Ireland, and in 
addition there were thirty victims of 
pneumonia in these centres. 

Medical practitioners in Belfast report 
that the number of influenza patients 
under their care is much less than a fort- 
night ago, while there are not so many 
absentees in factories, offices and shops, 


DERRY HARD HIT 


Londonderry is now in the grip of a 
serious influenza epidemic, and the number 
of cases is steadily increasing. About 
2,000 children were absent from school in 
the city yesterday, and half a dozen 
teachers are affected. Whole families are 
down in some streets. Doctors are swamped 
with requests for their attention. 

Eighteen members of fhe héad Post Office 
staff are off work owing to influenza, 


MANY CASES IN DROGHEDA 


The epidemic continues unabated in 
Drogheda, and this week there were three 
deaths in the town, directly due, it is 
said, to influenza, Between eight and ten 
people have died altogether in the town 
within the past four days, and several of 
these are attributed to pneumonia and 
other complications following an attack of 
influenza. 

Messrs. Woddington’s boot factory was 
closed for five days, and Ussher’s linen 
mils had to shut down for a similar period, 
due to the absence from work of hundreds 
of employés; and many other businesses, 
offices and works are short-handed. All 
the schools in the town have been closed 
for the past fortnight. Messrs, Wodding- 
ton’s reopened this week with only 20 
operatives short, and Messrs, Ussher’s re- 
i ARÉ: yesterday morning, but are still 
short-handed to the extent of 80 employés. 


OTHER AREAS 


Dundalk has been hit severely, and in 
the last few days many have been stricken. 
Four schools have been closed, and the 
attendances in other schools have become 
very much depleted. 

Influenza continues to spread in the 
Roscrea area, where large numbers are 
laid up. The epidemic is of a rather 
serious nature, and most contagious. The 
boys’ national school and the Convent 
National Schools closed yesterday. 

In Tipperary town the Christian 
Brothers’ Schools and the Convent Schools 
were closed yesterday. Some of the postal 
staff in Tipperary town are laid up. 

Upwards of twenty persons are reported 
to be laid up in Longford. A girl named 
Quinn, taken to hospital on Tuesday 
evening, died there on Wednedsay. 

Three of the four Civic Guards in 
Leenane, Connemara, are laid up with 
influenza.

SHIP SINKS

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LOSS OF TWENTY-FIVE

The commander and twenty-four men of 
the crew were drowned when the German 
naval experimental ship Welle sank near 
Fehmarn, in the Baltic, in a raging gnow- 
storm yesterday. - 

The Welle was trying to go to the rescue 
of two ships which had been wrecked in 
the storm. A schooner belonging to the 
Storm Troops of Northern Germany first 
of all got imto trouble. Then a salvage 
tug, believed to be a Hamburg boat, went 
to her aid, and also got into difficulties in 
the storm. 

The Welle was sent to the rescue, and, 
while trying to save the crews of the other 
two ships, she sank with her entire crew. 


NORTH SEA DRAMA 


ee 
CREW OF SINKING STEAMER 
SAVED 


Brilliant rescue work and seamanship, 
carried on hour after hour for a day and a 
half in blinding snowstorms and raging 
seas, resulted yesterday in the saving o 
the whole crew of 19 of the Norwegian 
freighter Trym, which was overwhelmed 
by a North Sea hurricane while en route 
from Norway to Middlesbrough with a 
cargo of iron ore. 

The rescne was carried out by Captain 
Dreyer and the crew of the Norwegian 
luxury motor ship Venus, which itself was 
damaged in the storm. 

‘'The actual rescue work began at half- 

ast six in the morning,” said Captain 

reyer, “when we launched a lifeboat. 
An hour later it had reached the Trym. 
Five of the Trym’s crew then jumped into 
the sea and all were saved by the lifeboat. 

“ Meanwhile, although the Venus had 
steadily kept pumping oil on the waves, 
the sea had got so rough that when the 
lifeboat returned to the Venus a fresh 
attempt by the lifeboat was impossible.

The Venus had tried to launch her own 
lifeboats and drift them towards the 
Trym, but finally decided to wait until 
daybreak and see if the force of the gale 
would decrease. 


FACED DEATH FOR THIRTY- 
SIX HOURS 


Another report of the rescue says :— 

Having faced death for thirty-six hours 
on their sinking vessel, pumping desperately 
to keep the ship afloat, the crew of nineteen 
of the Norwegian steamer Trym were saved 
by the Bergen-Newcastle mail motor ship 
Venus, according to a Reuter Oslo tele- 
gram. 

The Venus had been standing by for 
over twenty-four hours before she could 
rescue the men, and for a while during 
that period actually lost sight of the Trym. 
Communication was maintained by wire- 
less, but even this was in danger of failing 
at times. A blinding snowstorm added to 
the difficulties of the rescuers, 


VICTIMS OF THE GALE 


It is feared that all thé crew of twenty 
of the Finnish steamer, Savonaa (1,800 
tons), which ran aground near Kristian- 
sand, have perished, Fishermen yester- 
day found the wreck of the ship, of which 
only the stern was visible above the waves. 
_ The Russian steamer Ilmen sent out an 
5.0.5. reporting that her steering gear 
was broken, and that she was in great 
danger.

Srg,—One of the wireless announcers, who 
was, of course, an absolutely disinterested 
party, stated that one could not help ous 
affected by the atmosphere of sadness whic 

ermeated the terminus whilst tlre last train 
rom the West was being awaited. 

“What then was the state of mind of those 
to whom the final whistle meant the loss of 
everything they possessed in this world! 

One could not help, despite all the gloom 
and sadness, being highly amused at the 
reference to hunt-specials and harvest men, 
as it was implied that the necessity for the 
Broadstone ceased with their disappearance. 
There was, of course, a passing reference to 
“mixed traffic,” and, if you will permit, I 
can enlighten your readers a little further as 
to its nature. 

I happen to be indentified with a business 
which has been solely dependent on the 
Broadstone Terminus for the past 55 years.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR —I thank Mr. William O'Brien for his 
letter published in a recent issue of your 
esteemed newspaper, and I am grateful to 
him for confirming publicly the dates of the 
disappearance of James Conholly in January, 
1916. This disappearance of Connolly has too 
long remained mysterious, and I suspect that 
there is very little ground for mystery in 
the whole affair. 

Personally, I do not believe that Connolly 
was kidnapped. More than a section of 
armed Volunteers would have been needed 
to remove him. However, he might have 
been forcibly detained, but then also only by 
& large number of armed men; in either 
case the whole thing would have soon become 
the secret of the whole of County Dublin. 
Kidnapping or forcible detention, how has 
the secret been so well kept for twenty- 
one years, although since Easter Week, 1916, 
the revelation could have hurt nobody? The 
host, the captors and the guards, of whom 
at, least ten men must be still alive, should 
know. Probably there was no captive, and, 
therefore, no captors or guards; but, still, 
there was a host, and it rests on the latter 
to come forward and furnish all the informa- 
tion he can. 

If Connolly was forcibly detained, the 
Military Council of the I.R.B. was respon- 
sible; for its members alone had a grievance 
against him. But were their motives 
sufficiently strong to warrant the taking of 
such a step which might have proved their 
own undoing? They feared Connolly would 
get the Irish Citizen Army to strike before 
the time chosen by the Irish Volunteers, and 
Connolly’s weekly paper threatened taking 
action (vide ‘‘Tom Clarke and the Irish 
Freedom Movement ’’). 

Let us assume that Connolly was forcibly 
held by order of the Council, who were then 
the Volunteer officers and men (all I.R.B. 
men) responsible for his detention and safe- 
guard. The names of a dozen men have been 
from time to time given to me, and I have 
interviewed them all in turn, but in vain. 
In the end the names of Seamus O’Connor 
and Sean Lester were whispered into my 
ear. On hearing the names of these two 
eminent gentlemen I dismissed the whole 
thing as a fairy tale, and, needless to say, 
I have not. bothered them on the. subject. 
However, nothing must be left to chance, and 
they would be heard with interest if they 
have anything to say in the matter. ' 

Did Connolly go into hiding of his own 
free will? I dare not say he played this 
hoax on his friends. But if he did, what 
was his motive for so doing? Did he want 
to test his lieutenants’ initiative and 
promise to strike at the Castle if he should 
be away ior any length of time? Did he 
want to bring about a crisis in which the 
Irish Volunteers would be forced to take 
armed action without further delay? 

In the light of the evidence in my ‘posses- 
sion Connolly could have hidden himself 
only with the connivance of Pearse and 
Joseph Plunkett, and, to a eertain extent, 
Seán MacDiarmada. But where did he go? 
I have baen told he went to a house im the 
Lucan area. . . . There were two other 
laces likely to be hospitable to him—the 
a ac Pearse’s residence, which I dis- 
miss as the unlikely place, and Larkfield, 
the Plunkett residence, about which someone 
more competent might answer for me. 

Wherever Connolly was he was well 
treated, and he even sent his wife a letter to 
reassure her. It is also certain that Pearse, 
Plunkett and MacDiarmada knew where he 
was. I have evidence (which I am not about 
to dismiss) that after a meeting with Michael 
Mallin at Liberty Hall Pearse and Plunkett 
met the other members of the Military Coun- 
cil, when the Council decided to send Pearse 
and Plunkett to give Connolly all *the 
guarantees he had asked for in connection 
with the forthcoming rising (vide Tom 
Clarke, op. cit.). Of this Í am sure. 

The result of the final interview with Con- 
nolly was the reappearance of the latter in 
Dublin on the morning of January 23rd, 
2 a.m. But had he been the victim of a 
‘* forcible detention ” or had his friends been 
hoaxed by him ?—Yours, etc.,

VIEWS OF FATHER MICHAEL
